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Provisions of Senate 
Bill Giving President 
Power to Protect Ships 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. 
HE bill drafted by the Senate 
2g Foreign Relations Committee 
to carry out President Wil- 
son’s policy of armed neutrality 
says: 

“That the commanders and crews 
of all merchant vessels of the 
United States and bearing the reg- 
istry of the United States, are here- 
by authorized to arm and defend 
such vessels against unlawful at- 
tacks, and that the President of 
the United States is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to supply such 
vessels with defensive arms,. fore 
and aft, and also with the neces- 
sary ammunition and means of- 
making use of them; and that he 
be, and is hereby, authorized and 
empowered to employ such other 
instrumentalities and methods as 
may in his judgment and discre- 
tion seem necessary and adequate 
to protect such vessels and the citi- 
zens of the United States in their 
lawful and peaceful pursuits on the 
high seas. 

“The sum of $100,000,000 is hereby 
appropriated to be expended by the 
President of the United States for 
the purpose of carrying into effect 
the foregoing provisions, the said 
sum to be available until the first 
day of January, 1918. 

“For the purpose of meeting the 
expenditures herein authorized, the 
‘Secretary of the Treasury, under 
the direction of the President, is 
hereby authorized to borrow on the 
credit of the United States and to 
issue therefor bonds of the United 
States not exceeding in the aggre- 
gate $100,000,000. * * * 

“The President is authorized to 
transfer so much of the amount 
herein appropriated as he may 
deem necessary, not exceeding $25,- 
000,000, to the Bureau of War Risl: 
Insurance, for the purpose of in- 
suring vessels, their freight, pass- 
age and cargoes against loss or 
damage by the present risks of 
war.’

It was 
learned that the Ambassador had been 
directed to take this step, the belief at 
the department being that a break in 
relations is inevitable.

Dr. Peter Spahn Declares Gov- 
’ ernment’s Unrestricted Use 
of U-Boats Is Justified. 


via Amsterdam and Lon- 
%—When Chancellor von 
had concluded his 
address in the Reichstag yesterday, 
speeches were made by the various 
party leaders. Dr. Peter Spahn, leader 
of the Center party, said: 

“Our confidence in submarine warfare 
is firm as it represent the earliest pos- 
sible termination of the war. The Ger- 
man nation will continue in future, as 
in the past, to rest on the present mon- 
archia] basis and will adhere to the 
present Constitution. 

“The Government’s action in the mat. 
ter of peace proposals have our entire 
support. The entente rulers set up 
proposals full of spite and hatred, rish- 
ing their crowns and the lives of their 
subjects. 

“President Wilson’s peace suggestion 
was brushed aside by their statement 
of conditions which was impossible of 
acceptance. We may reply that the 
German Government in its peace offer 
made reservations providing for the free- 
dom and development of our people. 
There was no reason to make known 
to the world general the detailg of 
our peace conditions. 

“The year’s balance has been unfa- 
vorable for our enemies, but they are 
Mot yet convinced of our invincibility.

The program for the future, drawn up 
by Viscount Grey (the former British 
Foreign Secretary), puts into the shade 
all plans ever conceived for world do- 
mination. England, which pretends to 
have been dragged into the war against 
her will to protect small nations, now 
ccntinues the war with the plan of ‘en- 
larging her territories by one and one- 
half million square kilometers. 

“England is attempting to starve even 
the people in Germany who take avo 
direct pari in the fighting. America has 
protested against this, but she has re- 
fused to follow us. 

“With full appreciaticn of the serious- 
ness of the situation, we must hold on 
and conquer, whatever President Wil- 
son’s decision may be. The submarine 
weapon can only be fully utilized if un- 
restricted, and serious damage to En- 
gland is then certain. 

“The order for unrestricted submarine 
warfare involves the question of the 
whole destiny of our empire. We wage 
submarine warfare not because we are 
in a desperate position, but because we 
hope thereby to terminate the war 
quickly. In this we are identical with 
neutrals for whom we gladly have re- 
gard so far as this is compatible with 
our war needs. We express our thanks 
to Sweden, Holland and Switzerland for 
their strict neutrality. 

“China’s abandonment of neutrality is 
striking and can only be explained by 
pressure from the United States. The 
Pope has most strictly observed neu- 
trality and continues so to do. 

“It is misleading for anybody to talk 
about our giving up our plans to all 
indemnity on the principle that every - 
body has to bear his own burden. This 
Standpoint is not shared by the Chan- 
cellor, (This remark’was greeted with 
applause.) All damage and loss of prop- 
erty must be borne by the originators of 
the war.’’ 


AMERICANS URGED TO SHOW 
CONSIDERATION TO ALIENS 


Appeal to People of United States Is- 
sued by Couneil of National 
Defense. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.~The Council 
of National Defense today issued an ap- 
peal to the people of the United States 
to show every consideration in the pres- 
ent international situation to aliens 

resident in this country. 

“The United States,’ says the state- 
ment, “for many generations has been 
the shelter of the oppressed of the 
world and of those who would become 
one with the spirit of the republic, Tha 
presence here at this time of perhaps 
8,000,000 aliens is deeply and soberly to 
be weighed, not only in our interests, 
but in their own. For so long a space 
as they are lawful dwellers within this 
country they are entitled to the gener- 
ous consideration of the people and 
Government of the United States.’’

IN WASHINGTON AT 
HOLLWEG. SPEC 


He Is Declared to Have Made 
Series of Statements Palpably 
at Variance With Facts.

Bernstorff had said for several 
days beforehand that he expected to 
be disraissed, and that the German 
Government had shown its realiza- 
tion of the coming break by sending 
out orders to disable its merchant 
ships in this country. 

It also was pointed out that while 
the United States delayed three days 
in taking the action it had clearly fore- 
shadowed in several notes, Germany put 
into effect its campaign of ruthlessness 
on eight hours’ notice after months of 
assurances that she had no intention of 
taking such a step. 

U, 8S. Accepted No Condition. 

The statement that Germany in her 
Sussex note reserved a new course of 
action is declared wholly unjustified. 
The United States specifically refused to 
accept that condition, and tn @erault of 
any reply from Germany, was justified 
in believing that Germany adhered to 
her point of view. In diplomacy, the 
last note between the two nations is the 
binding note, and stands fm all partic- 
ulars until dented by one-or the other, - 

The Chancellor’s complaint that he re- 
ceived only Reuter’s dispatches and a 
verbal statement to the Foreign Minis- 
ter as to the causes of the break, re- 
calls that a note setting out the rea- 


sons for the action of the United States

The statement condemning Presi- 
dent Wilson for announcing an em- 
bargo on arms to Mexico and not to 
Europe was dismissed as both absurd 
and incorrect.

BRITISH ENGAGE 
TURKISH FORGE 30 
MILES BEYOND KUT 


Rapid Advance Reported Along’ 


Left Bank of Tigris—Gun- 
boat Recaptured. 


LONDON, Feb. 28—The British are 
continuing to advance rapidly on the 
Tigris front. Official announcement was 
made here today, that on Monday the 


Turks were being engaged on the left 
bank of the river, more than 30 miles 
west and northwest of Kut-El-Amara. 

The British gunboat Fire Fly, 
which was lost at the time of the re- 
treat from Ctesiphon, has been recap- 
tured. One Turkish ship has been 
taken and one destroyed. 

The announcement follows: 

‘“‘A report dispatched late Monday by 
the general officer commanding in Meso- 
potamia gives the following: 

“The close. pursuit of the retreating 
enemy has been steadily maintained 
throughout Monday and our advanced 
troops were this afternoon engaging 
the enemy from three sides at a point 
on the left bank of the Tigris over 30 
miles north-northwest of Kut-el-Amara. 
During his flight the enemy has aban- 
doned quantities of arms, ammunition, 
tents, equipment and stores of all kinds, 
and has thrown some of his guns, in- 
cluding four 5.9 howitzers, into the river. 

“The British gunboat Firefly, which 
was lost on the retreat from Ctesiphon, 
has been recaptured, and in addition éne 
Turkish ship has been taken and one 
destroyed. The total of prisoners taken 
cn Sunday amounted to 360. All reports 
for today have not yet been received 
but up to the present our captures are 
11 officers and 150 men.”’ 


The British announcement indicates 
an advance of some 15 miles since 
the last report and places the British 
not more than 75 miles in an air 
line from Bagdad, their objective. 
In their first expedition late in 1915 
the British were within 18 miles of 
Bagdad, but were forced to retreat 
to Kut-El Amara after a defeat at 
Ctesiphon, their nearest point of ap- 
proach. Afterwards Gen. Townshend 
was hemmed in at Kut and surrend- 
ered last April. | 


Teutons lake Offensive on Rumania 
Front. 

BERLIN, Feb. 28, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—On the Northern Rumanian front 
yesterday, the Teutonic forces took the 
offensive, the War Office announces. 
They captured several hill positions 
from the Russians, taking more than 
1300 prisoners, 11 machine guns -_ 9 
mine throwers. 

Subsequently one of the naptared po- 
sitions was evacuated. A determined at- 
tack by the Italians on the Servian 
front was broken up by the Germans, 
who inflicted heavy losses on the at- 
tackers.

WASHINGTON; Feb. 28.—Representa- 
tive Dorsey W. Shackleford, wepresent- 
ing the Eighth District of Missouri and 
a member of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House, vigorously opposed 
the action of the committee today in re- 
porting out the Flood bill authorizing 
the President to arm merchant vessels. 
He stated that in his opinion the United 
States should forego its rights to navi- 
gate ships to the war zones declared 
by Great Britain and Germany. 

‘‘We can best serve humanity,"’ said 
Representative Shackleford, in explain- 
ing his views, ‘‘by following the course, 
laid out for us by Washington, Jeffer- 
son and Monroe. Keep ourselves out of 
the broils of Europe and out of entan- 
gling alliances with other nations. 

“Under the Constitution the President 
has no authority to determine when our 
country. shall go to war, Congress alone 
has thé § gwer.” to declare war.

There was a tilt to the deck. It was 
listing to. starboard at just the angle 
that would make it necessary to reach 
for support for one to stand upright. 

~~fn, the meantime electric floodlights— 
large-white enameled funnels containing 
clusters of bulbs—had been suspended 
from the promenade deck and illumi- 
nated the dark water that rose and 
fell on the slanting side of the ship. 


‘Lower way,’ someone gave the order, 
and we started downward with a jerk 
toward the seemingly hungry. rising and 
falling swells, Then we stopped with 
another jerk and remained suspended in 
midair while men at the bow end and at 
the stern swore and tussled with the 
lowering ropes. 

The stern of the boat was down, the 
bow up, leaving us at an angle of about 
45 degrees. We clung to the seats to 
save ourselves from falling out. 

“Who's got a knife? A knife! A 
knife!’ bawled a sweating seaman in 
the bow. 

“Great God! Give him a knife!”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.

As we pulled away from the side of 
the ship, its receding terrace of lights 
stretched upward.

Excitement Spreads. 
His excitement spre to other mem- 


bers of the crew in the boat. The ship’s 
baker, designated by his pantry head- 
gear, became a competing alarmist and 
a white fireman, whose blasphemy was 
nothing short of profound, added to the 
confusion by cursing everyone. 

It was the give-way of nerve tension. 
It was Bedlam and nightmare. 

Seeking to establish some authority 
in our boat, I made my way to the stern 
and there found an old, white haired 
sea captain, a second cabin passenger, 
with whom I had talked before. He 
was bound from Nova Scotia with cod- 
fish. His sailing schooner, the Secret, 
had broken in twe, but he and his crew 
had been taken off by a tramp and 
taken back to New York. 

He had sailed from there on the Ryn- 
dam, which after almost crossing the 
Atlantic, had turned back. The Laconia 
was his third attempt to get home. His 
name is Capt. Dear.

There was only one way to get the at- 
tention of the crew and that was by an 
overpowering blast of profanity. I did 
my best and was rewarded by silence 
while I made the announcement that in 
the absence of the ship officer assigned 
to the boat Capt. Dear would take 
charge. 

There was no dissent, and under the 
captain's orders the boat’s head was 
held to the wind to prevent us from 
being swamped by the increasing swells. 

Second Torpedo Hits Ship. 


We rested on our oars, with all eyes 
on the still lighted Laconia. The torpe- 
do had struck at 10:30 p. m., according 
to our ship’s time. It was 30 minutes 
afterward that another dull thud, which 
was accompanied by a noticeable drop 
in the hulk, told its story of the second 
torpedo that the submarine had dis- 
patched through the engine room and 
the boat’s vitals from a distance of °00 
yards. 

We watched silently during the next 
minute as the tiers of lights dimmed 
slowly from white to yellow, then to 
red and to nothing at last, but murky 
mourning of the night, which hung over 
all. A mean,-: -cheese-colored crescent of 
@ moon revealed one horn above a rag 
bundle of clouds low in the distance. A 
rim of blackness settled around our little 
world, relieveg only by general leering 
stars in the zenith, and where the La- 
conia’s lights had shone there remained 
only the dim outlines of a blacker hulk 
stancing out above the water like a jag- 
ged headland, silhouetted against the 
overcast sky. 

The ship sank rapidly at the stern un- 
til at last its nose stood straight in 
the air. Then it slid silently down and 
out of sight like a plece of disappearing 
scenery in a panorama spectacle. 

Boat No. 3 stood closest to the ship 
and rocked about in a perilous sea of 
clashing sparks and wreckage. As our 
boat’s crew steadied its head into the 
wind a black hull, glistening wet and 
standing about eight feet above the 
surface of the water, approached slowly 
and came to a stop opposite the boat 
and not six feet from the side of it.

There was no assurance Of an early 
pick-up, even though the promise were 
from a German source, for the rest of 
the boat8, whose occupants—if they felt 
and spoke like those in my boat—were 
more than mildly anxious about their 
plight and the prospects of rescue. 

We made prepartions for a siege from 
the elements. The weather was a great 
factor. That black rim of clouds looked 
ominous. There was a good promise of 
rain. February has a reputation for 
nasty weather in the North Atlantic. 
The wind was cold and seemed to be 
rising. Our boat bobbed about like a 
cork on the swells, which fortunately 
were not choppy. : 

‘‘How much rougher weather could the 
boat stand?’’ This question and the con- 
ditions were debated pro and con. ‘“‘Had 
our rockets been seen? Did the first 
torpedo put the wireless out of business? 
Did anybody hear our S. O. 8.? . Was 
there enough food and drinking water in 
the boat to last?’’ 

That brought to us an en PA of our 
small craft, and after much difficulty 
we found a lamp, a can of powder 
flares, a tin of ship biscuits, matches 
and spare oil. 

The lamp was lighted. Other lights 
were visible at small distances every 
time we mounted the crest of the swells. 
The boats remained quite close together 
at first. One boat came within sound 
and I recognized the Harry Lauder-like 
voice of the second assistant purser, last 
heard on Wednegday at the ship’s con- 
cert. There was singing—‘‘I Want to 
Marry ’Arry’’ and “I Love to Be a 
Saijor.”” — 

Mrs. Boston was in that boat with 
her husband. She told me later that an 
attempt had been made to sing ‘‘Tip- 
perary’’ and ‘‘Rule Britannia,”’ but the 
thought of that slinking dark hulk of 
destruction that might have been a part 
of the immediate darkness resulted in 
an abandonment of the effort.

First Light Sightes 
And then we saw the first’ light—the 


first sign of help coming—the first 
searching glow of white brilliance, deep 
down on the somber sides of the black 
sea of night that hung over us. I don’t 
know what direction that came from— 
none of us knew north from south— 
there was nothing but water and sky. 
But the light—it just came from over 
there where we pointed. 

We nudged violently sick boatmates 
and directed their gaze and aroused 
them to an appreciation of the sight 
that gave us new life. 

It was way over there—first a trem- 
bling quiver of silver against the black- 
ness; then, drawing closer, it defined it- 
self as a beckoning finger, although stil! 
too far away yet to see our feeble effort 
to attract it. We nevertheless wasted 
valuable time and the ship’s baker, self- 
ordained custodian of biscuit tin, did the 
honors handsomely to the extent of a 
biscuit apiece to each of the 23 occu- 
pants of the boat.

—a happy, snapping, crap-shooting fin- 
ger that seemed to say: ‘“‘Come on, you 
men,” like a dice player wooing the 
bones— led us to believe that our lights 
had been seen. This was the fact, for 
immediately the coming vessel flashed 
on its green and red side lights and we 
saw it was headed for our position. 
We floated off its stern for a while 
as it maneuvered for the best posi- 
tion in which it could take on with the 
sea that was running higher and higher, 


“Come alongside port,” was mega 
phoned to us. And as fast as we could 
we swung under the stern and felt our 
way broadside toward the ship's side. 
A dozen flashlights blinked down to us 
and orders began to flow fast and thick. 

When I look back on the night I don’t 
know which was the more hazardous, 
our descent from the Laconia or our 
ascent to our rescuer. One minute the 
swell lifted us almost level with the 
rail of the low-built patrol boat and 
mine sweeper, the next receding wave 
would carry us down into a gulf over 
which the ship’s side glowered like a 
slimy, dripping cliff. 

A score of hands reached out and w« 
Were suspended in the husky, tattoed 
arms of those doughty British jack tars, 
looking up into the weather beaten 
youthful faces, mumbling thanks and 
thankfulness and reading in the gold 
lettering on their pancake hats the 
legend ‘“‘H. M. S. Laburnum.” 

We had been six hours in the open 
boats, all of which began coming alongs- 
side one after another. Wet and be- 
draggled survivors were lifted aboard. 
Women and children first was the rule. 

The scenes of reunion were heart- 
gripping. Men who had _ remained 
strangers to one another aboard the 
Laconia wrung each other by the hand 
or embraced without shame. The frail 
little wife of a Canadian chaplain found 
one of her missing children delivered up 
from another boat. She smothered the 
child with ravenous mother kisses while 
tears of joy streamed down her face. 

Boat after boat came alongside. 
The waterlogged craft containing the 
Captain came last. A rousing cheer 
went up as he landed his feet on the 
deck, one mangled hand hanging 
limp at his side. — 

The jack tars divested themselves 
of outer clothing and passed the gar- 
ments over to the shivering members 
of the Laconia’s crew. The little of- 
ficers’ quarters down under the quar- 
ter deck were turned over to the 
women and children. Two of the 
Laconia’s stewardesses passed boiling 
basins of. navy cocoa and aided in 
the disentanglement of wet and mat- 
ted tresses. 

The men grouped themselves near 
steam pipes in the petty officers’ 
quarters or over the gratings of the 
engine rooms, where new life was to 
be had from the upward blasts of 
heated air that brought with them 
the smell of bilge water and oil and 
sulphur from the bowels of the ves- 
sel. 

The injured—all minor cases, 
sprained backs, wrenched legs or 
mashed hands—were put away in 
bunks under the care of the ship’s 
doctor.

U-BOAT UNDER FIRE AFTER 
SHELLING THE FRENCH COAST 


Germans Report That This Submarine 
and Another Sank 15 Vessels of 
Total of 37,500 Tons. 
BERLIN, Feb. 28, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—The German submarine which on 
Feb. 12 attacked the French coast at 
the mouth of the Adour River, in the 
Bay of Biscay, has returned undamaged

“This submarine,’’ says the news 
agency statement, “shelled, on Feb. 12, 
large establishments of forces on the 
Adour near Bayonne..

DEATH OF MRS. HOY AND 


HER DAUGHTER DESCRIBED 


Mother Expired First in Young Woman's Arms 
—Both Washed From Boat Damaged 
in Leaving Laconia.

LIVERPOOL, Feb. 28.—The Rev. F. 
Dunstan Sargent of Grenada, British 
West Indies, a passenger on the La- 
conia, who administered the last rites 
of the Roman Catholic Church to 
seven persons who perished, gave to 
the Associated Press today the fol- 
lowing account of the death of Mrs. 
Mary Hoy and Miss Elizabeth Hoy of 
Chicago, and Cedric P. Ivatt of Lon- 
don: 

“Mrs. Hoy died in the arms of her 
daughter. Her body slipped off into 
the sea out of her daughter’s weak- 
ened arms. The heartbroken daugh- 
ter succumbed a few minutes after- 
ward, and her body fell over the side 
of the boat as we were tossed by the 
huge waves. 


“In icy water up to her knees for 
two hours, the daughter all the time 
bravely supported her aged mother, 
uttering words of encouragement to 
her. From the start both were vio- 
lently seasick which, coupled with 
the cold and exposure, gradually wore 
down their courage. They were brave 
women. 

Toronto Man First to Die. 

‘‘The first to die in our boat was W. 
Iryine Robinson of Toronto. After his 
body had been consigned to the sea, 
we tossed about for an hour, getting 
more and more water until the gun- 
wales were almost level with the sea.

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GERMAN CHANCELLOR 
ASSAILS AMERICA 
IN HIS SPEECH 
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Uontinued From Preceding Page. 


ed by Reuter, then 1 must decidedly 
protest against them. : 

‘“‘Kor more than a century friendly re- 
lations between us and America have 
been carefully promoted. We honorea 
them—as Bismarck once put it—as an 
heirloom from Frederick the Great. 
Both countries benefited by it, botn 
giving and taking. 

“Since the beginning of the 
things have changed on the other side 
of the waters. Old principles were over- 
thrown. On Aug. 27, 1913, during the 
Mexican troubles, President Wilson, in 
a solemn message to Congress, declared 
that he intended to follow the best 
usage of. international law by a pro- 
hibition of the supplying of arms to 
both Mexican parties at war against 
each other. One year later, 1914, these 
usages apparently were no longer cor- 
sidered good. : 

“Countless materials of war have beer 
supplied by America to the entente. 
and while the right of the American 
citizer. to travel without hindrance to 
entente countries and the right 19 
trade without hindrance with France 
and kingland, even through the midst 
of the battlefields, even the right cf 
such trade as we had to pay for with 
German pblood—ahile all these rights 
were jealously guarded, the same right 
of American citizens toward the cen- 
tral Powers did not seem to be as 
worthy of protection and as va'uable. 

“They protested against some meas- 
ures of England which were contrary to 
international law, but they submitted to 
them. Under conditions of this kind, 
objection as to lack of respect makes a 
strange impression. 

Withdrawal of Assurances. 

“With equal decisiveness | must pro- 
test against the objection that we, by 
the manner in which we withdrew the 
assurances given in the note of May 
4, offended the honor and dignity of the 
United States. From the very beginning 
we had openly and expressly declared 
that these assurances would be invalia 
under certain conditions.’’ 

The Chancellor then recalled the last 
paragraph of the note of May 4, 1916, 
which he read verbatim, the last clause 
being: “Should the steps taken by the 
Government of the United States not at- 
tain the object of its desires, namely, to 
have the laws of humanity followed by 
all the belligerent nations, the German 
Governemnt would then be facing a new 
Situation, in which it must reserve to it- 
self complete liberty of decision.” 

The Chancellor then continued: ‘As 
to the American answer given to the 
German note, it was so absolutely con- 
trary to what we in our note had said 
clearly and without any possibility of 
misunderstanding, that a reply on our 
part would have changed nothing as to 
the standpoints maintained by both 
Sides. But nobody, even in America, 
could doubt that already, long ago, the 
conditions were fulfilled upon which, ac- 
cording to our declaration, depended our 
regaining full liberty of decision. 

“England did not abandon the isola- 
tion of Germany, but, on’ the contrary, 
intensified it in the most reckless fash- 
ion. Our adversaries were not made to 
respect the principles of international 
law, universally recognized before the 
war, nor made to follow the laws of 
humanity. The freedom of the seas 
which America wanted to restore, in co- 
operation with us, during the war. has 
been still more completely destroyed by 
cur adversary, and Amertca has not 
hindered this. All this is common 
knowledge. 

“Even at the end of January, Engitand 
issued a new isolation declaration for 
the North Sea ..nd in this period. since 
May 4, nine months had passed. Could 
it then be surprising that on Jan. 2i 
we considered that freedom of the seas 
had not been re-established, and that 
we drew our conclusions from this? Pu; 


war 


the case extends beyond that of formal 
importance.» We who were ready for 
peace now, by mutual understanding, 
fight for life against an enemy -wlea 
from the beginning put his hee! upon 
the recognized laws of nations. The 
English starvation blockade. our peace 
offer, its rebuke by the entente. the 
war aims of our enemies purporting our 
destruction, and the speeches of Lloyd 
George are known also in America.” 
Relations With U. §, 

#peaking of relations with the United 
States, the Chancellor said: 

“Tl would fully understand it if the 
United States, as a protector of interna- 
tional law, should have bartered for its 
re-establishment in equal fashion, with 
all the belligerents and if. desiring to re- 
Store peace to the world. had 
measures to enforce the end of the 
bloodshed. But I cannot possibly con- 
sider it a vital question for the Ameri- 
can nation to protect international law 
in a one-sided fashion, only against us. 

“Our enemies, and American circles 
which are unfriendly toward us, thought 
that they could point out an important 
difference between our course of action 
and that of the British. They have sat- 
isfiled themselves that England destroys 
only material values, which can be re- 
placed, while Germany destroys human 
lives, which are impossible to replace, 

“Well, gentlemen, why did the British 
not endanger American lives” Only be- 
cause neutral countries, and especially 
America, voluntarily submitted to the 
British orders, and because the British 
therefore could attain their object with- 
out employing force. What would have 
happened if Americans had valued wun- 
hampered passenger and commodities 
traffic with Bremen and Hamburg as 
much as that with Liverpool and Lon- 
don? If they had done so. then we 
should have been freed from the painful 
impression that, according to America, 
a submission to British power and con- 
trol is compatible with the essential 
character of neutrality, but that it is 
incompatible with this neutral Policy to 
recognize German measures of defense.” 

“Gentlemen, let us consider the whole 
question. The breaking off of relations 
with United States and the attempted 
mobilization of all neutrals against us 
do not serve for the protection of the 
freedom of the seas proclaimed by the 
United States. These actions will not 
promote the peace desired by Presi- 
dent Wilson. They must, consequently, 
have encouraged the attempt to starve 
Germany and to multiply the bloodshed.

against us, but since our honest will for 
peace has encountered only jeering on 
the part of our enemies, there is no 
more ‘going backward.’ There is only 
‘going ahead’ possible for us.”’ 

The Chancellor then insisted that En- 
gland obviously endeavored to declare 
that the use of the submarine weapon 
was the greatest crime of history since, 
he said, England considered herself the 
ordained ruler of the oceans and the 
benefactor of humanity. He recalled 
the opinion expressed on July 14, 1914, 
by Sir Percy Scott, to whom he re- 
ferred as one of the greatest English 
authorities on naval history. Sir Percy;

'‘|Wholesale Whisky Dealers’ Li- 
censes and Surplus Capital 
Tax Measures Passed. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2.—Pro- 
pnounced progress was made yesterday 
afternoon by the House of Representa- 
tives on the Gardner administration 
legislative program. The wholesale 
whisky dealers’ license tax bill and the 
bill providing a tax of $1 on the $1000 
of capital surplus of corporations were 


passed. The vote by which the work- 
men’s compensation bill failed of en- 
grossment several days ago was recon- 
sidered almost unanimously. 

With the two bills. passed yesterday, 
the House has passed eight of the 14 
Gardner measures, including the more 
important of his revenue bills, and has 
put up to the Senate responsibility for 
the Governor’s program. 

The measures which remain in the 
House are the workmen’s compensation 
bill, the soft drinks tax ‘bill, the mort- 
gage recording tax, the income tax, the 
secured debt bill and the bill creating 
a Board of Control for the State elee- 
mosynary institutions. 

Of these bills it now is considered al- 
most certain that the workmen’s com- 
pensation, and the income tax bills will 
be defeated in the House. The soft 
drinks tax, the rnortgage recording tax 
and the secured debt tax bill are thought 
to be in doubt, but even if they should 
fail and the others be pasesd by both 
houses, the Governor will have obtained 
the passage of the more important of 
his measures. 

Change of Attitude, 

The change of attitude of the House 
yesterday on workmen's compensation 
surprised even the friends of the bill, 
and is thought to be due almost entire- 
ly to the public sentiment created by 
newspapers in almost every county in 
the State.~ The newspapers, after the 
defeat of the bill, printed editorials de- 
manding the passage of such an act, 
and when a motion to reconsider the 
vote by which it failed of engrossment 
was made by Representative Mooney, 
there were not more than 10 votes 
against the reconsideration. The bil) 
was made a special order for engross- 
ment for tomorrow morning. 

On the other hand, the House ex- 
pressed an opposition to the bill provid- 
ing a tax on soft drinks. A motion to 
set a special day for its consideration 
was defeated overwhelmingly. 

House leaders predict that the income 
tax bill will be passed, but they ex- 
pressed great doubt that either the 
mortgage-recording tax, the secured 
debt tax bill. or the Board of Control 
bill would be passed. 

The agininistrtaion bills which have 
have been passed by the House and are 
now in the Senate for action are the 
penitentiary reform bill, the State Tax 
Commission tax bill, the Hawes g00d 
roads bill, the whisky inspection tax bill, 
the inheritance tax, the corporation tax 
bill and the Constitutional Convention 
bill. 

Saloon License Increase Signed. 

The saloon license increase bill al- 
ready has passed both houses and be- 
came a law .when Gov. Gardner signed 
it. It is the first bill passed in 16 years 
which provided an increase for the gen- 
eral fund of the State. 

It is thought probable, since the Sen- 
ate combine was broken a week ago by 
the desertion of Senator Bates and Sen- 
ator Welch, that all of the Gardner bills 
sent to the Senate by the House will be 
passed, though it is not improbable that 
some of them will be amended so that 
they will not meet the full expectations 
of the Governor. 

One measure which was expected to 
raise much revenue, the corporation tax 
bill, has aroused a secret opposition. 
Reports became current last night that 
some Senators will make a determined 
effort to amend the House Dill to re- 
duce the tax from $1 on the $1000 of 
capital and surplus of corporations to at 
least 50 cents, and possibly to 2% cents. 
The Governor estimated in his message 
to the Legislature that this tax at $1 
would produce $1,000,000 additional rev- 
enue to the State. 

Doubt as to Blind Pensions. 

The House, by an amendment to the 
blind pension bill. before engrossing it 
yesterday afternoon, made it very doubt- 
ful that there will be any morey 
available for blind pensions in Mis- 
souri during the next two years. 

The bill as introduced carried an ap- 
propriation of $450,000 for the payment 
of pensions to needy blind persons who 
had been residents of the State more 
than five years. In engrossing the bill, 
the House cut off the appropriation, 
which leaves to the Appropriations Com. 
‘mittee the decision as to whethér’ any 


the pensions, and placed the ‘peridd of 
residence required before any blind per- 
son can receive a pension at 10 years 
instead of five. The purpose of the lat- 
ter amendment was to make less prot. 
able ‘the entry of blind persons from 
other states into Missouri to obtain pen- 
sions. 

It is considered very doubtful that, in 
view of the State deficit of more than 
$2,000,000 and the many demands for 
money from State institutions and de. 
partments, the Appropriation Commit- 
tee will include in the appropriation bill 
any sone for such pensions. |

LONDON, Feb. 28.—President Wilson’s 
address before Congress is the general 
subject of comment today, especially 
with reference to pogsible developments 
arising through the sinking of the 
steamer Laconia and the loss of Amer- 
ican lives. 

Fresh tributes are paid to his lofty 
idealism and love of peace, while his 
difficulties, in view of the congressional 
position and the absence of complete 
unanimity of American opinion are fully 
recognized. 

The main point discussed, however, is 
whether the attack on the Laconia con- 
stitutes. the “overt act.’’ The general 
opinion, based on such American dis- 
patches as were received at the time the 
editorials were written, is that it is dif- 
ficult to see how it can be regarded as 
otherwise.

SMOKE ABATEMENT PLAN. 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The statement has been made frequently that 
most of the smoke and soot escaping into the 
air comes from the chimneys of apartment 
houses, flats and private residences and that the 
law could not be enforced against these violators 
because there is no kfiOwn way to prevent it. I 
will give a few suggestions which I think if fol- 
lowed would entirely eliminate the smoke which 
comes from above sources. The most important. 
thing is a good chimney with-a strong draft to 
produce perfect combustion. To have a perfect 
draft a flue should be air-tight and air should 
enter it only through the grate of the appara- 
tus connected to it. Any leakage of air into the 
chimney will check ‘the draft and cause carbon 
and seot to be deposited. Even where there is 
noeblack smoke, the soot will be forced out by 
the heat and draft and be scattered in the air, 
In this city there are thousands of old and di- 
lapidated chimneys. When complaint is made a 
man ig usually sent out to put a tile or metal 
extension on the chimney and a few bricks re- 
laid and pointed at the top only. No attempt is 
made to stop the leakage of air through the par- 
tition walls or through the walls of the flue be- 
tweém the roof line and top of chimney. New 
chimneys should be constructed so as to have no 


THE LACONIA AND CONGRESS. 

The speech of Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg on the rupture of American relations lessens 
any slight hope that may have remained of avoid- 
ing a firm stand towards Germany and makes 
plain the duty of Congress.

Soft coal can be burned in any house furnace 
or boiler now in use that is in good condition 
and no black smoke emitted from the top of 
chimney, without any structural changes being 
made in them, by a simple method of firing 
which can be easily learned by any fireman of 
Ordinary intelligence. The gases must be con- 
fined and controlled so that they will not all be 
ignited at once and be mixed with the proper 
amount of air to produce perfect combustion in 
the firebox. There will be no smoke produced, 
therefore none to consume, and the gases and 
smoke, instead of being wasted as they are now, 
will be turned into heat, less fuel will be con- 
sumed, and less ashes to haul away. 

To abate smoke entirely I would have the city 
@stablish a training school for inspectors, with 
a& competent engineer, who could give instruc- 
tions on the construction and operation of the 
various kinds of heating and cooking apparatus 


and fuéls, aleo on the construction of chimneys, 


and flues. Choose one who would be able to 
point out the defects as mentioned above, which 
cause the smoke, and also give instruction on

HOPE FOR A COMPENSATION BILL. 

The practically unanimous vote of the House 
to reconsider the adverse action last week on the 
compensation bill shows that ante-election prom- 
ises still have force with conscientious members.

And this 
I say—and it is all that I shall say on this 
point—that Australia has been able to do 
what she has done because we have adopted as 
the corner stone of our democratic edifice 
the system of compulsory military training. 
We believe that there is but one way by which 
a nation, being free, can remain so, and that 
is that every man shall not only be willing 
to defend his country, but be able to’ do so. 
And we think that if it is right—as it surely 
is—that a democracy should educate its citi- 
zens so that the franchise may be wisely ex- 
ercised—for government by the many, if the 
many are not educated, is a doubtful good— 
so we think that the state should train the 
citizen so that he may be able to defend his 
country, his home and his liberties. 

The defense of one’s country is the primary 
duty, of citizenship. It is the first duty of 
free men. Tw6 years before the outbreak 
of war we had established in Australia a sys- 
tem of universal military training. To this 
we owe the complex and widespread organi- 
zation for training officers, noncommissioned 
officers, manufacturing small arms, ammu- 
nition, clothing, and so on, without whi¢h 
we should have been almost helpless in.th{s 
great struggle. A small community of under 
5,000,000 people, yet we have been able to 
train, to equip from head to foot, a great 


army of men.. It is a great thing and one 


which we may mention with pride and satis- 
faction that Canada and Australia have to- 
gether put into the field nearly twice the 
number of the original British expeditionary 
force. We have put close on 300,000 men be- 
tween us of first-class fighting men in the 
field. Australia could not have done her 
part unless we had a great organization cre- 
ated to prepare for danger. This one lesson 
must be learned from this great war. Some 
day the wings of the Dove of Peace may beat 


. @ soft lullaby throughout the land. But that 


day is not yet. Until that day dawns it is 
the duty of free men to be as able as well as 
to be willing to defend their country. 

Neither liberty nor our national rights can 
ever be safe when we neglect fhe defense of 


our country. This is a primary duty of citi- 


zenship of a free country. Nor can it be safe 
if we intrust it to volunteers. It cannot be 
ignored nor left to volunteers. For as it 
concerns all, so must it apply to all. Liberty, 
the very basis upon ‘which our national edi- 
fice rests; Liberty, the very breath of our 
being; Liberty, without which the more maté- 
rial side of civilisationajs as a dry husk, must
